A large number of Wt« had been collected at Or¬

leans, which vero to be used to cross the army

to the southern b«ik of the Loire, in case

of a defeat in the impending battle. The requisi¬
tions made by the Prussians at orleans amounted to

two hundnd thousand pounds sterliDg. Some

likirmishuig had already been reported at the French
out pout«.
The King to-day telegraphed to Queen Augusta,

at Harlin, that the (Ir.and Duke of Mecklenburg yes¬

terday repiilse«l the enemy along the whole line,
near Dreux. G«'n. Treskow at the same time cap
tured Drem. Many prisoners were taken. The
enemy were pu ted in the direction of Le]Mans.
The garrison o: Li Fere made a brilliant sortie

yesterday, and ri.liofoi the neighboring town of

Tergnier, which * i- sorely pressed by tho enemy.
The besiegers lost >< veral hundred killed, wounded,
and prisoner». A sortie from WifzHrtin was repulsed
by the First lYussian infantry.
